Dear Mr. Hirschberg, 

This letter responds to your April 8, 2019 California Public Records Act (“CPRA”) request to the 
Office of the Mayor of Los Angeles (“Office”) seeking the following records for the time period of 
January 1, 2017 through April 8, 2019: 

• “All correspondence between anyone employed in the Mayor’s Office or Mayor Eric 
Garcetti (hereafter called the Mayor’s Office) and anyone working or studying at Loyola 
Marymount University as well as their Study LA center”; and 

• “[E]-mails, text messages, chat logs, etc with the keywords or to ‘Study LA,’ ‘Fernando 
Guerra,’ ‘The Thomas and Dorothy Leavey Center for the Study of Los Angeles,’ ‘Brianne 
Gilbert,’ and ‘Mariya Vizireanu’” (“Request”). 

Enclosed, please find records responsive to your Request. 

Please be advised that this Office declined to produce any records that fall into any of the following, 
well-established exemptions to the CPRA: (i) records whose disclosure would constitute an 
unwanted invasion of personal privacy, and may be withheld under Government Code §§ 6254(c), 
6254.3, and/or 6254.20; (ii) records that are pre-decisional and advisory in nature and may be 
withheld pursuant to the deliberative process privilege pursuant to Government Code § 6255; and 
(iii) records for which the public interest served by withholding the records clearly outweighs the 
public interest served by disclosure, and may be withheld pursuant to Government Code § 6255.
